RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
Held in the High School Auditorium 
Millis, Massachusetts, Monday, March 14, 1960 


The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, Massachu- 
setts, was held Monday evening, March 14, 1960, in the High School 
Auditorium and called to order by the Town Moderator, Rudolph F 
King, at 7:30 P.M. 


The following were appointed Voting List checkers by the Select- 
men and were sworn in by Arthur D, Thorne, Town Clerk: Edna V. 
Simpson, Julia T. Longo, Mary Cunningham, Mary L, Germano, 
Shirley K. English and Harold E. Curran. 
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The Town Warrant calling this business meeting, which was 
_ signed by Selectmen Morris C. Mushnick, Chairman, and Thomas S. 
_ Lydon, Clerk; and Attested by Henry J. Cassidy, Constable, was 
_ read in part by the Moderator. As there were no objections stated, 
the articles were separately read and acted upon. 


Only voters were allowed in the main hall and facilities were set 
up in the lower hall to take care of an overflow of voters. A public 
address system was installed in the lower hall so anyone there could 
speak and be heard in the main room. Mr. Raymond B. Cartier 
was appointed and sworn in by the Moderator to serve as Assistant 
Moderator in the lower hall. However, it was not necessary to use 
this room. Non-voters were seated upstairs in the library. 


At this time the Moderator requested that all amendments of any 
length be put in writing. He also stated that any voters leaving the 
hall during the meeting would have to be rechecked upon their 
return. 


The following tellers were appointed and sworn in by the 
moderater: Lawrence Reardon, Vernon O'Neill, William Christian, 
Earl Merkle, Charles Levine and William Mallette.

Highway Report 
The Highway money for 1960 was spent as usual for the mainten- 


ance of all town roads where needed, such as widening, drainage, 
patching, surface treatments and mowing roadsides. 


Two hundred feet of drain pipe was installed on Main Street in 
front of the Gabriel Plant. 


One hundred and fifty feet of drain pipe and two catch basins 
were installed on Dover Road. 


A mixed-in-place wearing surface of two inches to four inches 


was applied to sections of Dover Road, Auburn Road and Village i 
Street,

Hot-top surface was applied to Main Street from the Millis Motor 
Mart to the Medway line and from LaCroix’s Corner westerly to the 


railroad crossing.

| Boggastowe Bridge. 
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Twelve thousand linear feet of white lines were painted at the 
' town’s expense. This was done originally by the state. 


One of the largest snow falls ever recorded fell on March 3 with 
a total accumulation of twenty inches of snow. Again on December 
12 we were struck with a blizzard that left fifteen inches of snow 
and sub-freezing temperatures. Much credit must be given to the 
highway crew for their excellent work in battling these elements in 
order to keep all roads open. 


The Board of Selectmen, as part of their annual report, would 
like to express their appreciation to Mr. William F. Cunningham, 
former Superintendent of Streets for the Town of Millis. 


After thirty-one years of dedicated service to the Town of Millis 
Mr. Cunningham on November 1 resigned as Superintendent of 
Streets and was succeeded in this job by Mr. Richard C. Barrett. 


It would be difficult in this short space to enumerate the many 
contributions Mr. Cunningham has made to the town during his 
thirty-one years of service, but the Board of Selectmen feel that they 
express the sentiments of the entire community in wishing Mr. 
Cunningham happiness and good health in his retirement.

75 YEARS OF MARCHING AHEAD 


On February 24, 1885 the little town of Millis, the youngest in 
the State. came into being. The first Town Meeting was held 
March 6, 1885. 


History tells us that the christening was a notable event. Millis 
today is a progressive industrious town combining the beauty of 
rural life with the hum of industrial productivity. Millis looks back 
not only to seventy-five years of steady growth, but to a period of 
marked development, from the day the first settler established 
Boggastowe Farms. During the first year there was held a total cf 
eight Town Meetings. Today, on the occasion of its Seventy-Fifth 
Anniversary, this town, after blazing the pioneer’s trai] has passed 
through successive and successful stages of interesting and intensive 
development. 


The founders of this town planned well, and their names are 
recorded in our sacred records. These humble forefathers of this 
town sleep beneath the rugged pine and maple tree shade in the 
old church yard cemetery on Bare Hill. 


In 1885 most of the old grant, or East Medway, was incorporated 
as the Town of Millis. Millis. when incorporated, was but a small 
Country Village, most of its 683 people living on sixty-one farms. 
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The streets for the most part were two ruts and a horse path, no 
sidewalks or electric lights, no public water system, or High School 
and only a few very small industries, with limited payrolls. 


When the census was taken in 1955 the population was 3030. The 
population of Millis today is 4366 persons living in 1044 dwellings. 
We now enjoy good roads, sidewalks, excellent water, electric lights, 
churches, good schools, well organized fire and police departments, 
public library, town offices, town and memorial parks, beautiful 
homes, and shaded trees line the streets. Each home now enjoys — 
luxuries unheard of seventy-five years ago. The town is blessed with 
four large and several smaller but important industries. Their 
estimated combined payrolls for 1960 will be three million dollars. 


As we look back seventy-five years, it is apparent that the act of 
incorporation, and the work and efforts given to bring this about, — 
kindled in the hearts and minds of those who were fortunate to live 
within the bounds of Millis, a spirit of Loyalty, Co-operation, and — 
Service. The spirit of the founders is reflected in the progressive- 
ness of its present day inhabitants. In these 75 years this town has — 
seen the transition from carriages to airship; from telephone to tele- 
vision; from telegraph to telephoto. It has weleomed the study of 
science, invention and exploration in the mysteries of the sea, the 
land. and the stratosphere. 


The spirit of brotherhood in the hearts of Millis men and women 
has made this one of the outstanding towns in the Commonwealth in 
which to live, to work, and to play. Let us today give thanks to the 
men and women who have labored unselfishly, down through the 
year, that this Community might progress. We are proud of our 
progress, and happy that while there has been a great change in the 
life, appearance, and population, there still burns brightly the 
Millis Spirit of Patriotism, Co-operation, and Service kindled 
seventy-five years ago. 


The challenge to all of us is that we continue this record of 
unselfish service, and encourage others not to say, “What can I get 
from my community, state or nation?”, but “What can I give in 
service so that my town will continue patriotic and daring services, 
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so that my state will prosper, and that my country will remain a 
- land of Liberty, with Freedom and equal Opportunity for all.”

The Millis Seventy-Fifth Anniversary Celebration was blessed with 
four beautiful and fair summer days. Each Committee had labored 
conscientiously and well, the Town Officials and citizens had co- 
operated, and Millis was spic and span in appearance with our 
factories and stores, and many dwellings decorated with the national 
colors. 


At the opening of the Celebration, in the evening of May 27th, at 
the Town Park, Hon. Rudolph F. King, Co-Chairman presented 
Themas S. Lydon, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, who gave 
the welcoming address, after which there was an excellent Band 
Concert by the First Naval District Band. Followed by one of the 
finest fireworks displays ever seen in this area. 


On the evening of May 28th was held the Anniversary Ball, with 
a Grand March led by the Co-Chairmen and their wives. The 
decorations, especially the murals depicting historical scenes and 
happenings, highlighted the occasion. Those who attended this 
occasion in large numbers will remember the friendly atmosphere, 
and the opportunity to meet old friends, that this occasion provided. 


Sunday, May 29th was devoted to Church Services. The old and 
historic Church of Christ held a Re-dedication Service; Open House

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MILLIS CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Millis: 


The Millis Civilian Defense Committee in the 1942 Town Report 
stated: “Approximately five hundred men, women and youth of the 
Community has been assigned some unit in the Defense Program.” 


State and National Officials attended several mobilization tests in 
Millis and were so impressed with the equipment, appearance and 
spirit of the members, and the well drilled units, that the Town 
received much favorable comment from these officials. 


Because of the high standing of Civilian Defense in Millis, we 
were listed as a Number One Town in our preparedness setup, and 
for our civic activities, and the Chairman was invited by State 
Officials to broadcast over W.B.Z. a complete history of our own 
Civilian Defense Program. 


The Civilian Defense Committee reports of 1942, 1943 and 1944 
will give those interested greater details, including Commendations 
from General Daniel Needham, State Civilian Defense Chairman, 
and the Millis Board of Selectmen. 


The Civilian Defense Program continued until the end of World 
War II. 


In the year 1951 a Civil Defense Organization was set up in Millis 
by the Selectmen upon Executive Order of Governor Paul A, Dever 
with approximately one hundred ninety-five members duly sworn in, 
and furnished with Identification Cards. The Selectmen, Chief of 
Police and Fire Chief selected men for Civil Defense Auxiliary 
Police and Civil Defense Auxiliary Firemen. 


The Town Reports from 1951 to date contain reports from the 
Civil Defense Chairman. Space will not permit to mention all 
details. We think it well, however, to state the Civil Defense Center 
is in the Town Office Building, with telephone and radio connections 
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with State, County and Zone Officials. A siren has been placed on 

the Town Office Building for Civil Defense use, and a generator has 
been installed at Headquarters for service in case of a disruption of 
electrical power.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


The records of the Church of Christ and the Town tell us that the 
first Meeting House was built in 1714 on Bare Hill (now part of 
Prospect Hill Cemetery). The Parish followed the old English 
custom of burying their dead near the Sanctuary, accordingly 
“buriing” place was located “sum where within forty rods of the 
Meeting House”. “The Old Church Cemetery” on Bare Hill was 
the first burying place in the town of Medway and for many years 
remained the only one. 


Beneath those rugged pines and maple tree shade. 
Where heaves the turf on many a moldering heap. 
Each in his narrow cell forever laid. 

The humble Forefathers of the hamlet sleep. 


Through the years the Parish, as any owner should, expended 
considerable money to keep up the fences about the cemetery on 
Bare Hill, and keeping it in a respectable condition. When the 
Third Meeting House was located on Bullard Hill considerable 
change was made, and about 1816 Capt. Sylvanus Adams and 
others constructed the large circle at the south end of the cemetery. 
In return for their labor some of the men received certain lots in 
the circle. 


“In the year 1855 a number of citizens, desiring to provide addi- 
tional land for burial purposes, purchased and were incorporated 
under the statute law as the East Medway Cemetery Association for 
the purpose of legally holding land donated, wholly or in part, by 
Henry Richardson located northeasterly of the Church Yard and 
adjoining the same for cemetery purposes. The first meeting of the 
association was held under the Warrant by John C. Jones, Justice of 
the Peace, in the Vestry of the First Church on the 28th day of 
January 1855. One hundred members signed the rolls and selected 
lots.” One of the first acts of the Association was to have a survey 
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made of this cemetery addition, and the original survey chart is in | 
the hands of the present Cemetery Commissioners. 


The stone hitching post, with iron rings attached, used by the 
worshippers in the first three meeting houses, now form a part of 
the stone wall about the present cemetery, 


In 1886 Mrs. Mary Adams donated the first Trust Fund of 
$700.00, the interest to be used for the upkeep of the Cemetery. 
Since then many families have donated perpetual care Trust Funds, 
the largest of these was received from Anna Hosmer, totaling ap- 
proximately $4,000. These invested funds now total $20,026.77. 


For a number of years the Selectmen appointed the Cemetery 
Commissioners, but in 1905 the Cemetery Department was set up, 
and the Commissioners were elected for a term of three years. 


In 1932 Evan and Genieve Richardson presented to the Town, 
for cemetery purposes, eleven and one-half acres on the west side of 
Ridge Street across from the old cemetery. In 1955 at the Annual 
Town Meeting the Town voted to discontinue that part of Ridge 
Street that extends from Auburn Road to the Railroad embankment 
mark. It is now called the Cemetery Road. This action by the 
Town joined the two sections together, totaling twenty-one acres. 


At the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Incorporation of the Town of 
Millis on May 30th, 1935, over twenty-five hundred people at- 
tended the Memorial and historical exercises held in the Old Church 
Yard Cemetery at Bare Hill. 


On September 21, 1938 the hurricane caused a great amount of 
damage and expense. Over three hundred trees were blown down 
in the old section, and several hundred in the new section. Many 
gravestones were toppled over, but very few were broken. 


Many improvements took place in the old part of the Cemetery 
during the ERA Federal Projects. The land donated by the Rich- 
ardsons was landscaped and highways were built, and walls con- 
structed, under the WPA Federal Project. In 1955 the present Ceme- 
tery Commissioners erected a Memorial in the new part of Prospect 
Hill Cemetery properly inscribed in Grateful Memory of Genieve

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and Evan F. Richardson, who donated this land for cemetery pur- 
poses. On Memorial Day 1956 appropriate dedication services 
were held.

On Monday, April 18, 1960 the bids for Contract No. 13 for the 
ditching and laying of an eight-inch sewer main with six-inch 
property line laterals extending Millis sewer system on McCabe 
Avenue a distance of 325 feet; on Curve Street from the Legion 
building to Holbrook’s store, a distance of 163 feet; Main Street 
from Adams Street to Parnell Street, a distance of 325 feet, were 
opened at the New Fire House at 8:00 P.M. They were as follows:

The Sewer Commissioners are inserting the master plan for the 
extension and improvement of the municipal sewerage, in the annual 
warrant, because of an error made. 


The assessment for sewer extension is levied to the abutters at 
$2.95 per foot of frontage. Sewer rental to the users of the sewer 
system is at a rate of 50% of their water bill. All property owners 
wishing to connect to the sewer system must have a permit from the 
Sewer Commissioners, and the contractors or person doing the job 
must be approved by the Sewer Commissioners and ALL MATERIAL 
USED IN THE CONNECTION MUST BE APPROVED. The entrance into the 
sanitary sewer for purpose of water drainage other than sewerage 
is PROHIBITED and garbage disposal is prohibited. All sewer 
connections are subject to inspection by the Sewer Commissioners.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Park Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1960. 


The Park Department again conducted a tennis program under 
the direction of Mr. Aram Karoghlanian. This program, now in its 
fourth year, has proved extremely successful. Its continuing popu- 
larity among the youth of Millis has made it an annual activity of 
this Department. 


The new Park Department building was completed in September. 
The building, which is located near the tennis courts, is used for 
storage of Department equipment previously stored beneath the 
Band Stand. Removing the equipment has solved the problem 
regarding the use of toilet facilities in the Band Stand. 


A chain link fence was installed along the Park road for a distance 
of three hundred feet at the edge of the playing field. The fence is 
to prevent persons using the area from running onto the road in 
front of oncoming traffic. We hope to extend this fence toward the 
Clyde Brown School in the coming year. 


The children’s play area received a new slide and a new swing 
set this year. 


Extensive repairs to the Band Stand were effected in 1960 includ- 
ing painting of the wood-work and installation of new fixtures in 
both the boys and girls lavatories.

REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


During 1960 the Planning Board, in addition to the performance 
of regular duties, did conduct four (4) public hearings. One (1) 
Subdivision was approved as well as a complete revision of our 
“Standards of Design” for Subdivisions hereinafter established in 
Millis. 


We have thus far been successful in defending the town’s position 
with respect to legal action taken against us by private interest on 
several aspects of zoning and subdivision control. 


As the result of one adverse Superior Court Decision during 1960, 
we were compelled to take the offensive, for the first time, in appeal- 
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ing this decision to the Supreme Court. This particular decision is 
relative to a Subdivision of Land submitted by a developer shortly 
after the Annual Town Meeting of 1959 and which, in our opinion, 
was contrary to the Zoning Laws presumed to be in effect at that 
time. We are now awaiting a final disposition on this matter. 


It might be interesting to note that the currently effective Zoning 
By-Law and Map, adopted in 1959, is now awaiting a decision from 
the Supreme Court following the action of an appeal by private 
interest. Said private interest was defeated in Superior Court 
last year. 


Major programs endorsed by the Planning Board for 1961 include 
the adoption of a new building code, the numbering of all homes, 
businesses and vacant lots, the creation of a Town forest, master 
planning for sewerage disposal and the creation of a school building 
land committee.

The Elm Trees were sprayed in May for the control of Elm Bark 
Beetle, the carrier of the Dutch Elm Disease. 
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In July the Elm Trees were sprayed again for the control of 
Elm Leaf Beetle and other leaf eating insects. 


A scouting and testing program was completed of which 40 
Elm Trees were sampled and 33 of said trees were found to be 
diseased, most of which have been disposed of. 


Spraying of Poison Ivy was also completed in July in sections of 
the town where most needed. 

All Elm wood lying on the ground should be removed as early as 
possible in the spring and in no event later than April Ist. 

I wish to thank the different departments and individuals who in 
any way assisted me in this work and especially the Highway 
Department for use of their equipment and efficient co-operation 
in disposing of diseased Elm Trees.

Our efforts this year have been concentrated on completing the 
first phase of a long-term improvement plan which we developed 
from the 1958 Evaluation Report on the Millis Public Library by the 
State Library Extension Service. By December 1960 we have fin- 
ished major physical improvements in the library proper, put into 
efficient operation a system of buying, processing, and circulating 
books, enlarged and trained the staff in library methods, and 
accelerated work on technical library procedures. 


Six large book cases were purchased for two walls of the main 
room and a large periodical case has been installed in the conference 
room. A metal bookcart was bought for use in the processing 
department and an eight shelf display rack for new books is being 
readied for use in the library proper. For more effective processing 
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and purchasing economies, we participate in the Southern Worcester 
County Library Cooperative, where a group of small libraries in 
"this area pool orders, resulting in savings on supplies and mending 
materials. We are taking advantage of the economy of buying pre- 
bound books in the Children’s collection and are purchasing many 
‘of the classics in paperbound editions. 


Our excellent staff continues to contribute increasing knowledge 
and skill to help utilize our library to its greatest advantage. It is 
our great good fortune to have the services of Mrs. Patricia Olstead 
of Exchange Street as Chief Librarian. Through her professional 
training and vast experience in public and university libraries, she 
has been able to institute highly technical cataloguing and classify- 
ing procedures, in addition to her guidance in all phases of our 
activities. We are pleased to announce the appointment of Mrs. 
Frances Trumbull! of Hilltop Drive as Assistant Librarian. Mrs. 
Trumbull is specializing in reference work, as well as continuing her 
invaluable assistance with juvenile borrowers. Mrs. Geraldine 
Tirell of Hilltop Drive, formerly working as a substitute, has now 
become a regular member of the staff and operates the circulation 
desk during evening hours. Our junior staff members contribute 
greatly to effective operation of the library—Mary Kenney of Union 
Street as director of the Summer Reading Program and the Saturday 
Story House, and Karen DeVasto of Middlesex Street, as Page. We 
have also been most fortunate to have Mrs. Janet Osell of Island 
Road work for the past year on shelf listing the library while study- 
ing for her Masters Degree in Library Science. 


Our activities with young people, both through the Millis Public 
Schools and our own extra library activities have been accelerated 


during 1960. 
1. We were open additional hours during the school year to 


accommodate students on double sessions, Wednesdays from 
9 to 12. September to June. 


2. During National Library Week in the spring, we sponsored a 
book review contest in all three Millis Public Schools and gift 
books were awarded to Edward Levasseur, elementary school 
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winner, and Kathleen Hines and Margaret Walter, junior an 
senior high school winners respectively. 


3, The Summer Reading Club, in its sixth year, attracted 70 mem- 
bers. 400 special books were sent to us by the state lending — 


service, and as the theme was Around the World With Books, . 


the club made a field trip to the Babson World Map and Globe 
in Wellesley, at the end of the summer. : 


4, During National Book Week in November, the entire student 
body of the Clyde Brown School visited the library for an 
orientation lecture and an introduction to the library and staff. 


5. Six classes of 7th and Sth graders came to us in the fall for ~ 
instruction by Mrs. Olstead in the use of the library.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


In 1960 the Millis Public Schools continued to make progress 
toward preparing our future citizens for the era in which we live. 
We have made many changes and additions to the system in per- 


sonnel, services and curriculum. The student population continued 
to grow. 


Millis was very fortunate this summer to hire an exceptionally 
qualified Elementary Principal, Miss Elizabeth Byrne. Also, a 
highly qualified Guidance Director, Mr. Leonard McGinnis, who has 
established a thorough, full-time Guidance Program. This program 
has been approved by the State Department of Education for 50% 
reimbursement of costs under the National Defense Education Act.

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_ Inthe High School Principal William Vellante and Superintendent 
Dr. George C. Roy formulated an up-to-date program of courses of 
studies which provides a well-balanced approach to our curriculum 


needs. 


A full-time Librarian was added to the staff. 


Our Superintendent has worked diligently to obtain reimburse- 
ment for Millis under the National Defense Education Act (NDEA). 
In 1960 Millis received $2,649.55 for our improved program in the 
Science areas. Another $6,345.21 is pending and will be received in 
1961 for Science and Guidance programs. Under the NDEA, the 
Federal Government will reimburse 50% for approved programs in 
sciences, modern languages and guidance. We must, however, 
expend the full program cost in order to receive the reimbursement. 
The Committee has actively pursued programs under the NDEA. 


The problem of school housing became ACUTE in 1960. After 
months of study and investigation, the Committee reluctantly had 
to place Grades 1-5 on double sessions in September until the 
new school was ready. We wish to thank the parents, students and 
school staff for the outstanding manner in which they rallied to 
meet this emergency. The Committee was opposed to double ses- 
sions but had no other course of action under the circumstances. 


The Consolidated School building will be converted to Elementary 
use when the new Jr.-Sr. High School is ready. Some new student 
furniture was purchased for the Consolidated School to replace old 
high school units which could not be used for Elementary pupils. 


The next urgent problem was bus transportation. The Committee 
is making a thorough study to determine whether a third bus will be 
necessary in 1961. 


The Summer Recreation Program was well attended. Our pro- 
gram was coordinated with the programs of other groups in town to 
provide more effective overall summer recreation. 


The contract for milk and ice cream has grown in size over the 
years and in 1960 the Committee felt that it should be put out to 
general bidding. This was done for September 1960. 
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Due to the increased size of graduating classes, the problem of 
chaperoning Washington Trips for seniors also increased. The : 
Committee, therefore, voted to discontinue its support and sanction — 
of this function after the Class of 1962. 


With the assistance of Police Chief Balkam, the Committee 4 
initiated steps for a Traffic Safety Program. Part of this program 
was the construction of a sidewalk from Park Road to the front of — 
the present Junior-Senior High School. Two existing crosswalks 
were eliminated and a single crosswalk was established. 


Hurricane Donna did some damage to the present Junior-Senior 
High School building. It was repaired. Also, the Rockville School 
was damaged by fire. The Committee has requested Town Counsel 
to advise us of the deed to this property. We have considered relin- 
quishing control of it. 


The Committee spent approximately eight months revising its 
Rules and Regulations. The State Legislature (General Court) of 
Massachusetts has delegated the authority to administer public 
schools to local bodies known as School Committees. 


The Millis School Committee accepts this dual responsibility to 
serve the best interest of the people of Millis and of the Common- 
wealth. In accepting this responsibility, it recognizes that it is to 
provide an educational program which includes the minimum 
requirements as prescribed by statute and which in addition further 
extends the educational offering to serve better the needs of youth 
and the desires of the people of the community. Practicality dictates 
that it is important that these needs and desires be equated with the 
ability of the community to support an adequate program, and the 
willingness of the citizens to make necessary expenditures. The 
Millis School Committee recognizes that public-minded citizens 
within and outside the schools have contributed much to the develop- 
ment of the educational program now provided by the Town. It 
believes that further improvement and advancement derive from 
careful consideration of the needs, desires, and hopes of the people, 
and that good programs result from a close relationship and coopera- 
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tive effort between the Schoo] Committee, the school staff, and the 
_ general public in matters of policy development. 


Because of the extent of the educational enterprise, the com- 
plexity of operation, the technical developments of teaching, and 
past practices, the School Committee has found it desirable and 
necessary to delegate its administrative responsibility to its executive 
officer, the Superintendent of Schools. By so doing, the School 
Committee can best act for the people as the planning and policy- 


making body. 


The Millis School Committee considers it imperative that there be 
a guide for itself and its staff, and has thus elected to continue its 
practice of having written rules and regulations. These rules and 
regulations express in general terms the policies adopted by the 
Committee. This code is sufficiently general in character to allow 
responsible personnel to apply regulations to specific problems as 
they emerge. 


The Millis School Committee accepts the following principles as 
a valid guide for its operation: 


1. The School] Committee is a legal entity; therefore, members 
haye no authority except when sitting as a committee or as 
authority is delegated for special duties by vote of the School 
Committee or assigned to certain officers by law. 


bo 


The School Committee has a continuing legal life. The 
process of annual Committee organization represents a change 
or possible change in personnel and elected officers, and not 
the termination of legal continuity 


3. Between meetings the School Committee may operate through 
its executive officer. 


4. The School Committee acts as an “equalizer” and “harmonizer” 
of community and professional viewpoints. Since public edu- 
cation is a concern of all the people, democratic justice dictates 
that those who must live under established rules should have 
some say in their development. Adherence to this principle 
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raises the level of understanding of educational needs, and 
results in the improvement of schools and society. 


It is realized that these rules and regulations will not stand for 
all time, but it is hoped that they will serve as a guide for effective 
current operation of the schools and as a sound basis for such future 
revisions as changed conditions may require. 


We wish to thank the Millis Parent-Teacher Association for its 
service to the cause of parent-school relationships; especially for the 
Youth Library Fund which has contributed fourteen books to the 
school system in 1960. 


The Committee also wishes to thank the Town Officials and 
Departments who have so generously cooperated with us in 1960, 


The effectiveness of a school system is the coordinated result of 
many factors; two of which are the teaching staff and the administra- 
tors. We are very proud of our administrators and our strong 
teaching staff. We want to keep this strong team intact. To 
accomplish this, the Committee established the following teacher — 
salary schedule which will go into effect in September 1961.

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This salary schedule will become effective September 1, 1961. 
All provisions herein stated shall apply to that date or a 
later date. 


The schedule provides annual increments to teachers who show 
continued professional growth and contributions to the teach- 
ing profession as evidenced in the classroom, in professional 
study, in attendance at conferences, in travel, committee work, 
as well as other related ways. Step increases are not automatic. 


If the Superintendent should recommend that the salary of 
any teacher should not be advanced according to the schedule, 
notice to that effect will be given to such teacher not later than 
the time of issuing contracts, explaining the causes of such 
decision. The salary of such teacher shall remain the same 
until notified otherwise by the Superintendent of Schools. 


The beginning salary of any new teacher shall be determined 
by the School Committee, on recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent, by appraising training, experience, and other qualifica- 
tions at the time of original appointment. It shall not neces- 
sarily be entirely in accordance with experience and training. 


When a teacher has qualified for placement upon an advanced 
seale, he shall, at the beginning of the next salary year, be 
placed upon that scale in the next step above that on which he 
is at the time of qualification, provided he has met the stipula- 
tions as set forth in Section 7. 


It shall be the responsibility of the teacher to notify the 
Superintendent of Schools, not Jater than November 1, that 
completing of eligibility of reclassification to the next higher 
seale is expected before the following September 1. 


The Superintendent of Schools shall appraise the qualifications 
of teachers annually before April 15. 


To go beyond steps 4, 8 and 11 three credit hours, approved by 
the Superintendent of Schools, must be taken and passed.

The operation and maintenance of the new building is expected | 
to be almost twice that of the Consolidated and C. F. Brown Schools 
combined. It must be remembered, however, that the area of the i 
new school building is approximately 1 times that of the combined i 
area of the other schools. 


The present office staff of two secretaries and one clerk is not 
adequate if the Guidance Program and Elementary Program are to 
function at top efficiency.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I submit my twelfth report as Superintendent of Schools. 
It is the sixty-ninth in a series of School reports. f 


properly educated men and women in the fields of science, mathema 
engineering, teaching, business, and other professions. There is ¢ 
constant demand for more education and a better education. It 
nationally accepted that there is a responsibility of society to maintai 
at public expense an educational system that will insure equality 
educational opportunity for all levels of ability, need and interes 
There is a demand for an educational program adaptable to the need 
of youth as it serves youth. There is an emphasis on the discovery oi 
the potentialities of the individual pupil and providing educationa 
experiences to develop these potentialities to a maximum degree. 


There is a concerted movement to provide a physical plan tha’ 
will enhance the education of Youth in a school environment that w 
promote healthful growth in body. mind, and heart. With the ne 7 
Millis Junior-Senior High School this need will be met in an outstand. 
ing manner for our students at that level. 


There is a desire to develop a closer relationship of home, com: 
munity, and school responsibilities that call for a high level of co 
operation by all three. There is a need of continued experimentation 
and evaluation to show the way for new and improved methods, and 
a constant reevaluation as a basic part of the school program. 


There is a trend toward the elevating of the teacher’s role to that 
of other professions which is stimulating and challenging our futu 
citizens to enter the teaching profession. This demands a high level of © 
professional confidence as well as a professional level of remuneration. 
All these requirements, desires, and aspirations reflect the revolu-_ 
tionary changes that have been occurring in American education, some 
of which we are not even slightly aware. All of these have resulted in _ 


an unparalleled demand by all Americans for more and better 
education. 


The sky rocketing of technological and economical advance has 
created a demand for knowledge, which, coupled with constant 


: 
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; Bierce ses in school population, has once again indicated the gap be- 


tween our educational needs and our educational effort. 


In light of this background, there are expressions that indicate 
the need for the reevaluation of our educational processes in relation- 
ship to the needs of our future citizens. With this in mind I present a 


‘spot evaluation to point out some of our strengths and weaknesses in 


meeting the standards of forward educational progress, and in meeting 
the needs, interests, and abilities of all pupils for the kind of education 
s0 necessary in the world of today. 


To do so I have included selections from reports of the Principals, 
Supervisors, special instructors. 


Personnel: 


Last February, Elementary Principal Natalene Tavalone resigned 
to accept a similar position in the Needham School System. He came 
to Millis from Franklin, Massachusetts, and served first as Assistant 
Teaching Principal and later as Elementary Principal. During his 
tenure of office he made many friends that included pupils, parents, and 
faculty. We were pleased to see him step up the professional educa- 
tional ladder. 


Miss Elizabeth Byrne, former Supervisor of Elementary Educa- 
tion for our own state was appointed to fill this position. She held a 
Similar position in the Connecticut State Department of Education. 
She had previous experience in several school systems—Mendon, 
Quincy, and Randolph. She has supervised the Summer Teacher Train- 
ing Program in Connecticut and also at Hyannis, Massachusetts. Miss 
Byrme has had considerable experience with the elementary school 
Program and we are sure that our curriculum at this level will be 
developed and strengthened under her capable leadership. We are 
pleased with the quality of work being done by Miss Byrne and trust 
that her stay in Millis will be long. 


For the first time we have a full time Director of Guidance, 
Leonard McGinnis. We have pointed out previously the need for a 
full-time person in this area. Our program has been approved under 
the National Defense Education Act of 1958, Title V. We are pleased 
with the fine work Mr. McGinnis is doing in this area. 


Miss Joan Strathern, a graduate of Simmons with a degree of 
BS. in Education with a maior in Library Sciences is our librarian. 
Many books have been ordered, delivered, stamped, and are ready to 
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be put on the shelves of the library in the new Millis Junior-S 
High School next week. 


Today in Education, the library is a vital area in our schools. Ma 
educational advantages and opportunities are in store for our pu 
under her leadership and direction.

School Housing proved to be our major problem in 1960. i 


For many months the question of double sessions was studied to 
secure the best possible educational plan for our system. Some of the 
factors which were part of this decision were as follows: 


1. Our primary classes (Grades 1, 2, 3) were overcrowded. 


2. To correct the problem of over forty pupils in the primary — 


grades, it was necessary to add three teachers and three class- _ 
rooms.

3. With the increase in school population at the junior-senior high — 


level it was impossible to use any more space for elementary — 
classrooms in that building. ry 
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5. Pupils in grade six had been on double sessions as fifth graders 
the last school year and it was planned that this group would 
not be on double sessions during the school year 1960-1961. 


6. Problems of transportation were considered. 


7. The School Committee and Superintendent reviewed national 
studies on double sessions. 


8. If the high school building could be used for junior-senior 
high purposes only, then programs could be expanded. 


9. a. Double sessions for the junior-senior high in our system 
was not practical. 


b. Some of our teachers have assignments at the junior and 
senior high levels. 


ec. Problem of programming of specialized teachers. 
d. Problems of transportation. 


The conclusion reached was that for our situation double sessioning 
was the best solution. 


It was decided to operate the elementary grades Kindergarten 
through grade six in the Clyde Brown School with one exception, a 
Kindergarten would be maintained in the high school building. The 
other Kindergarten would be assigned to the Clyde Brown School.

In September, 1960 grades one through five opened on a double 
session basis. Under this plan, generally speaking, the pupils on the 
South side of town in grades one through five attended morning 8:10- 
12:05. The Kindergarten pupils on the north side of town also attended 
Mornings. When these Kindergarten pupils were taken home, pupils 
On the north side of town in grades one through five were carried to 
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school. Kindergarten pupils on the south side also attended afternoons 
Afternoon hours for Grades 1-5 were from 12:10 to 4:10. 


After the first snow storm the close of the afternoon session was 
changed to 3:55 P.M. With this plan pupils are at home before dark, 


Pupils in grade six who were on double sessions last year ha 
attended the same hours as the junior-senior high. 


We deeply appreciate the manner in which all worked togeth 
have this plan function. 


At present junior high pupils remain in their own rooms pra 
tically all day. In the new Millis Junior-Senior High there are subje 
matter classrooms so that pupils will move instead of the teacher. Thi 
allows specialized materials to be kept in the specialized areas by 
specialists. This plan also allows us to purchase fewer materials. 


The opening of the new Millis Junior-Senior High School is a 
tremendous forward step. The School Building Committee, Scho 
Committee, former Principal Clyde Brown, Principal William Vellant 
faculty members and office staff, have cooperated in every way for th 
success of this project.

When this transfer is effective there will be twelve classrooms 
used immediately. Five classroom areas, two in the basement, two on 
the first floor, and one on the second floor, will be used later. We are 
planning a library for the elementary students in the present junior- 
senior high library area. 


The School Committee is aware of the ever-increasing enrolment 
in our schools and the need to constantly study and plan for the future. 


Legislation and its Effects: 


We mentioned in last year’s report that the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958 kept the door open for some pump-priming of 
federal funds for assistance in Education. We have had programs and 
€quipment approved at this time so the town will receive under Title 
Hil, Mathematics, Science, and Foreign Languages, $2,302.31 and under 
Title V. Guidance, $5,387.89. We have been able to strengthen pro- 
grams with these funds. 


At the state level, a state aid bill for schools has been filed for the 
third year which would give assistance to the cities and towns. 


Authorities tell us that throughout the nation more than 132,000 
new classrooms and 135,000 qualified teachers are needed; nearly three 
million children are being taught by unqualified teachers. 


In our recent national election both parties acknowledged the need 
for Federal support to education. The high costs in human beings to 
Society for remedial and welfare programs as opposed to the educative 
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and preventive investment in education, make federally-shared 
ing imperative. 


The immediate need for funds is felt to be so great that local 
state sources must be supplemented. Though many states ean do 
than at present if their tax structures are revised, the present gener 
tion of school-age children cannot wait any longer. Some states ea 
be reasonably expected to do more, and none can do enough. The b 
that can be hoped for, through federal support, is to get more adequz 
financing of educational programs and a reduction in the rate of in: 
est in local and state taxes. ; 


Federal funds must supplement state and local funds in order 
provide continuing support of educational programs of substanti 
quality. 


Two years ago a bill providing funds for school construction a 
teachers’ salaries was defeated in the House of Representatives Rul 
Committee. Last year the Senate approved a similar bill; the Ho 
passed a bill providing assistance for construction only. Failure 
Congress to reach a compromise killed both bills. 


Perhaps the largest single question raised in school-support debat 
is Government control versus state sovereignty. Opponents 
Federal support claim that once the Government pays for school co 
struction or teachers’ salaries it will then control programs and poli 
areas in which states now have jurisdiction. In 1959 the School Suppo 
Act and its successor in 1960 clearly stated that no Federal agen 
officer, or department could direct or control any matters of curri- 
culum, policy, or personnel in school systems receiving support. 


The year 1960, in my opinion, will see more Federal support for 
Education than we have seen in the history of our country. = 


Education should have more recognition in the federal scene. t 
is possible that we may see the Office of Education raised to Cabin 
status or we may see a National Advisory Council for Education. 


The passage of sound educational legislation and the defeat 


unsound educational legislation is most important. The effects of 
above are felt by all. 


To acquire an awareness of educational legislation your Super- 
intendent serves as Co-Chairman of the Massachusetts School Supe 
intendents’ Association, State Chairman of the National Educatio. 
Association Legislative Committee, and is a member of the Adviso 
Legislative Committee to the State Board of Education.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is with great pleasure that I submit to you this report of the 
elementary grades, kindergarten through grade six. 


The report, of necessity, will relate to school matters which have 
existed or occurred since the commencement of my duties, August 22, 
1860. Since assuming my duties, I have followed, with a few changes, 
the established routine. 
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As of October 1, 1960 our elementary enrollment totalled 782 
pupils. Of that number 724 occupied the Clyde F. Brown Elemeniz 
School and 58 occupied one kindergarten room in the Junior-Senioi 
High School building. More specifically, our enrollment breakdow 


was as follows:

During American Education Week parents were invited to an Open 
House at the school. Evidence of interest by Millis parents was shown 
by the fact that the teachers tabulated the fact that the parents visiting 
the school during this evening represented 438 different school children. 
At this time the teachers discussed elementary curriculum as it is 
carried on in their classrooms. 


Again this year we subscribed to the professional services of the 
Youth Guidance Center of Framingham. They were most cooperative 
and helpful while working to solve some of the problems of the children 
in school whom we feel need this type of assistance. Mr. Cohen was 
a guest speaker at a very informative meeting called by Dr. George 
C. Roy, Superintendent. 


The system of individual Parent-Teacher conferences was con- 
tinued again this year. This personal contact should go a long way 
toward the improvement of home-school relationship. The school 
personnel has the firm conviction that parent, teacher, and child all 
profit greatly from such meetings. 


Parent cooperation in the plan has been very pleasing and 
encouraging. 


The spirit of thrift was fostered among the school children as the 
School Banking Program continued successfully. 


; The Rinehart Functional Handwriting System continued to be 
in effect throughout the elementary grades. It showed excellent results 


be 
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Gn the quality of the individual’s handwriting. Manuscript writing is 
‘taught in grades one and two. The transition to cursive writing takes 
place in grade three and continues thereafter. 


Most of the citizens were aware of the inconveniences that existed 
in the elementary school because of the housing shortage. Many of the 
problems will be solved when the old junior-senior high school be- 
comes an intermediate school. Many adjustments in parent-school 
thinking were necessitated by the double-session caused by the over- 
crowded conditions in the elementary school. As nearly as possible an 
endeavor was made to keep all the children in one family on the same 
session. Bus transportation, of course, necessitated kindergarten 
pupils being scheduled on the alternate session to their brothers and 
sisters in grades one through five. 


We were privileged to have with us on November the eighth, 
Miss Joyce Pritchard, reading consultant, representing the Row, 
Peterson and Company whose reading series is now in effect in the 
elementary school. Miss Pritchard demonstrated reading methods and 
techniques in three classes of grades one, two, and five. All teachers 
had an opportunity to observe at least part of one of these hour-long 
lessons. Miss Pritchard also met with a large group of the teachers 
after her demonstrations and discussed elementary school reading 
with them. 


The Metropolitan Achievement Tests, Form A, were administered 
by all the teachers in grades two through six. 


Achievement tests were given as a diagnostic device to determine 
what were pupil’s strengths and weaknesses and where he or she 
would need more intensive individual help. 


The areas covered in the achievement tests were: 


PRIMARY II BATTERY subtests: Word Knowledge, Word Dis- 
crimination, Reading, Spelling, and Arithmetic (a. Concepts and 
Problem Solving, and—b. Computation). 


ELEMENTARY BATTERY: Word Knowledge, Word Discrimina- 
tion, Reading, Spelling, Language, Arithmetic Computation and Arith- 
metic Problem Solving and Concepts. 


INTERMEDIATE BATTERY: Word Knowledge, Reading, Spelling, 
Language, Language Study Skills, Arithmetic Computation, Arithmetic 
Problem Solving and Concepts, Social Studies, Social Studies Study 
Skills and Science. 
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Book Week was celebrated in the elementary school by all teach 
and the elementary principal working in cooperation with Mrs. Temple 
and the Town of Millis Library staff. The theme of this year’s Boo! 
Week was “Hurray for Books!” All classes from kindergarten through 
grade six took a field trip to the Millis Public Library where the 
children were encouraged to read good books, were told about the 
offerings of the library, and had an opportunity to browse through 
some of the books in the library. During this period, too, children 
who had earned State Reading Certificates in the summer reading 
program received these awards. 


The 21” Classroom was part of the elementary curriculum as chil-_ 
dren in some of the classes have the opportunity to participate in these 
television programs on WGBH-TV Channel 2. Programs in which © 
different classes participated were the elementary French, Science, 
Exploring Nature, Literature, and Music. 


In an attempt to keep the public informed of our activities at 
school, good use was made of the local press. Copies of all school 
assembly programs and other activities were sent to the three Papers 
in the area. Their cooperation in printing this material was most 
gratifying. 


With the cooperation of the School Committee, Dr. Roy, members 
of the faculty, and the P.T.A., I feel that this school year is off toa 
most successful start. We are being given necessary materials without 
which we would be seriously hampered in our efforts. 


In closing, may I thank the School Committee, Superintendent of 
Schools, teachers, the school nurse, the P.T.A., the custodians, and the 
cafeteria personnel who have so generously and cheerfully assisted me 
in the start of this school year. Above all, may I thank the members 
of the faculty whose cooperation, support, and devotion to duty has 


made my work as an administrator a pleasant and rewarding experi- 
ence.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The annual report of the Principal of the Junior-Senior High 
School is submitted herewith. 


Early in 1960, a program of studies was developed and edited for 
each pupil in the Senior High School. The booklet was prepared to 
provide guidance for pupils and their parents in the selection of a 
curriculum. As part of the development of the program of studies, the 
new courses which were introduced in September, 1960, were an- 
nounced. The new courses are: 


High School Art: 


The course is designed for those pupils who are interested in art as 
@ career, and for those who wish to develop an appreciation of the 
aesthetics. 


Business Law: 


Offered for a half year, the course familiarizes the pupil with the 
fundamental principles of Law as used in the business world. 


Economics: 


The purpose of this half-year course is to impart to the pupil a 
knowledge of the important facts and fundamental principles of 
economics so that he may adapt himself intelligently to his economic 
environment. The course reviews forms of business organization, 
demand and supply, money and banking, taxes, etc. 


Bookkeeping I: 


A prerequisite is Bookkeeping I. Emphasis is placed on payroll 
work. keeping of records for partnerships and corporations and com- 
piling reports for them. 
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Home Economics I: 


This course is introduced for those pupils interested in pursuin 
advanced clothing construction and also to help develop poise 
confidence through good grooming. 


Power Mechanics II: 


A sequence to Power Mechanics I, the course emphasizes the 


practical aspects of mechanics. The operation of machine tools, which — 


include a lathe and milling machine, will be introduced upon éntrance 


+ 
to the new high school. 


General Math I: ; 


General Math II is a sequence to the General Math I Course. Al- 
gebra, statistics, geometry and some trigonometry are presented. 


A long-range program of curriculum development has been intro- 


duced which we think will benefit our pupils greatly. The courses are: i 
(1) The advanced English program which is open to interested seniors, 
who are required to do extensive and accelerated work in reading, — 


writing, and vocabulary building :(2) French I is now offered to 3 


freshmen so that pupils may now pursue the language for four years; _ 


(3) a selected group of ninth grade pupils are given the opportunity — 


to study biology, which is usually a tenth grade subject. Excellent — 


progress is being made, and we look forward to continued acceleration 
in science throughout the high school career of this group. 


Although mathematics offerings today are not new in content, a 
new approach to the subject is being introduced. The approach is 
designed to develop creativity and to envision mathematics as a unified 
whole. Consistent terminology is being emphasized which will help 
to clarify many concepts. Basically, blending the best of the old with 
the new is the goal in order to produce a new generation of mathema- 
ticians which will offer vitality, growth and expansion. 


The addition of a full-time guidance director has done much to 
provide extensive service for the pupils. The work of the guidance 
director has included areas of educational and vocational counseling, 
the consolidation of guidance information, additions to the college and 
school bulletin library by over 100 volumes, the registering of new 
students and the adjusting of pupil schedules, the administering and 
interpreting of tests, the conducting of assemblies and conferences 


with colleges and armed service representatives and the arrangement 
of college visits for interested pupils. 


a ee es 
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_ Aconsiderable part of the report of the Principal has been devoted 
to the curriculum, but other school activities, which also must be con- 
sidered curriculum, help to provide meaningful educational oppor- 
tunities for our young people. 


Pupil activities continue to flourish. A large percentage of the 
student body represent the athletic teams. This year thirty-four boys 
participated in football and in addition to many returning to play next 
year, new candidates will be out for the team. At this writing, the 
basketball squad is large in number, and enthusiasm is good. A high- 
light of last year’s baseball team was the upset win over Medway on 
the 75th Anniversary of the incorporation of the Town of Millis. Girls’ 
sports, including cheerleading, continue to be highly competitive. 


A National Honor Society Chapter was formed last May. Members 
of the National Honor Society of Holliston High School conducted a 
very impressive initiation ceremony and installed nineteen charter 
members to the Millis Chapter. Requirements for entrance are Scholar- 
ship, Service, Leadership and Citizenship. 


It would be impractical to mention all student activities at this 
time, but some of the more noteworthy activities were the Senior 
Class Washington Trip, the Senior Banquet, the Senior Class Play, the 
Junior Prom-Senior Reception, the Junior High School Field Trip to 
Historical places in Boston, the Athletic Awards Assembly, the Student 
Council activities, drives for funds, Baccalaureate, and Graduation. 


Pupils of the Junior-Senior High School participated in contests. 
Millis was fortunate to have two of its pupils advance to County final- 
ists. One participated in the Lowell Technological Institute—WBZ-TV 
Science Countdown Contest and appeared on TV to compete in the 
County Contest. He placed second in the County. Another pupil 
participated. in the American Legion Oratorical Contest and was a 
third place winner in the County Contest. Two other pupils received 
notices of recognition and commendation because of their excellent 
Scores in the National Merit Scholarship tests. 


Approximately 300 parents and friends attended the second annual 
Science Fair which was held in the High School Auditorium. About 
250 pupils participated in individual and group projects. 


In April, a physical education demonstration was presented to an 
appreciative group of parents and friends. Here again a large number 
of pupils participated in the program. 


The Savings Program which began in the elementary grades was 
extended to grade seven in September. The purpose of the program is 
to encourage habits of regular savings. 
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Millis pupils continue to be a part of a Harvard University Science , 
Study Career Survey. Its purpose is to interview those pupils who have” 
indicated an interest in science and to follow their careers beyond their 


high school years. 


Pupils have taken field trips to the Public Library, continue 0 
take advantage of its services, and have participated in a book report 
contest in cooperation with public library officials. : 


The Millis P.T.A. continues to be generous to the school as evi- 
denced by its instructional materials and equipment, and sponsorship 
of many other activities. 3 


The American Legion Post No. 208, of Millis, has awarded pupils © 
financial scholarships, sent representatives to Boys’ State and made ~ 
other Contest awards. ¢ 


Acknowledgement of their interest is also made to the following: 
The American Legion Auxiliary which makes it possible for Millis — 
girls to be representatives to Girls’ State, to Mr. Morris Mushnick and © 
to the Niagara Engine Company for making available financial scholar- 
ships to deserving students. 


The Principal meets with individual and groups of teachers, in 
addition to conducting monthly faculty meetings. On these occasions, — 
many aspects of the school curriculum are discussed. Some of these © 
areas are rules and regulations, citizenship, pupil progress, interpreta- 
tion of tests, teaching methodology, assignment of committees for re- 
search, and daily program procedure. 


The public relations program continues to expand in several areas. 
Open House and visiting nights have been scheduled following the 
issuance of report cards, news releases pertaining to school functions 
appear frequently in the local newspapers; and the principal, faculty 


members, and pupils have participated in panel discussions before 
parents. 


The Principal is playing an ever-increasing role in attendance at 
conferences and meetings which have a definite influence on the school. 
In addition to the P.T.A. and the Secondary School Building Committee 
meetings, he has been in attendance at meetings of the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Neighborhood 
Principals’ Club, the Afternoon Principals’ Club, the Massachusetts 
Secondary School Principals Association, and the County and State 
Teachers’ Association meetings and conferences. His attendance has 
been required also at meetings of the athletic teams leagues, and he 


ee 
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fins assumed the presidency of a newly organized Girls’ Basketball 
League. 


Members of the faculty have attended educational meetings which 
help in the development of quality education. Several of these activi- 
ties have been the following: Reading Clinics, Guidance Conferences 
and Workshops, service on a visiting committee for evaluation of 
schools, Business Curriculum meetings, Math Conferences and Work- 
shops, Science Conferences and Lectures, Audio-Visual Aids meetings, 
Foreign Language Workshops, Home Economic Conferences and 
Driver Education meetings. 


In conclusion, the Principal wishes to extend his sincere apprecia- 
tion to the pupils, teachers, custodians, cafeteria and office workers 
for their cooperation. 


He also gratefully acknowledges the untiring patience and guidance 
of Dr. Roy and the sincere interest and cooperation of the School 
Committee.

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REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A well-integrated guidance program is a necessary part of any 
modern public school. Recognizing this fact and taking concrete steps 
to provide the necessary personnel, facilities, materials, and equip- 
ment is a start in building an effective guidance program. By hiring 
a full-time guidance director who can devote all his time and attention 
to guidance and by providing for suitable facilities in the new high 
school building, the people of Millis, through their School Com- 
mittee and administrators, have demonstrated that they wish to have 
adequate guidance available to their junior and senior high school 
students. 


During my first three months at Millis Junior-Senior High School, 
I have endeavored to continue the guidance policies and practices that 
previously existed. These included counseling students and parents on 
school courses and future educational and vocational opportunities, 
arranging programs and conferences for students to explore educational 
offerings of various colleges, special schools, and armed forces, testing 
seniors in conjunction with the Massachusetts Department of Employ- 
ment Security, and administering the preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test to juniors and seniors with college intentions. 


The first three months have also provided an opportunity to study 
the school program as well as the activities and plans of the teachers 
and Mr. Vellante. It is my desire that the guidance program will, 
Whenever desirable, be integrated with other school programs to 
enhance their effectiveness. 


As I have become familiar with the guidance situation at Millis 
Junior-Senior High School, I have concluded that we must move ahead 
with prudent rapidity in the following areas: 


1. Testing—To attempt to provide guidance without substantial 
accurate information concerning the students is quackery. Standard- 
ized tests provide badly needed information concerning the achieve- 
ment, aptitudes, and interests of students. This information is in- 
dispensable for counseling students in the selection of their school 
program and in formulating future plans. Considerable testing is now 
being done in the Millis school system. I believe that the need here 
is to organize and coordinate the testing program in order to obtain 
Standard measures of students’ change and development each year. 
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2. Obtaining of information on students—As a school grows an 
student contact with any one teacher diminishes, steps have to be taken 
to centralize and maintain records of academic and non-academic 
information concerning students. Much work of a clerical nature is 
involved in collecting and recording such data, but the effort and 
expense are justified by the greater understanding provided by these 
data. Specifically, at Millis Junior-Senior High School, more time and 
effort must be placed on keeping the students’ record folders complete — 
and up-to-date. The provision of adequate clerical assistance would 
make this important job possible. 


3. More individual counseling—As the school grows, it will be- © 
come increasingly easy for a student to “become lost in the crowd” and _ 
miss the assistance he may need in selecting his high school program 
and planning his future. I would like to establish a program whereby 
each student would be scheduled to confer with the counselor at least — 
twice per year—once to plan his school program for the following 
year and once to discuss his progress in school, future plans, and other q 
problems. 


4. Educational and occupational information—Although some 
printed information is available to assist students in future educational 
planning, virtually no such information is available to help students 
learn about various occupations. A library of these materials is an 
important tool to intelligent career planning. 


5. Group guidance—A program of orienting seventh-grade and 
ninth-grade students to the new phases of their education is important 
and can often be done in groups. It is also desirable to provide such 
group guidance to high school students to prepare them for intelligent 
self-understanding and educational and occupational planning. It may 
be possible to include such instruction in the future. 


There are many reasons to be optimistic about the chances of 
developing a continuous, well-integrated guidance program. First, 
the teachers—the key to an effective guidance program—are guidance 
minded and have indicated strong desires to cooperate. Secondly, the 
School Committee, Dr. Roy, Mr. Vellante, and Mr. Doyle, are vigorously 
active in providing the necessary leadership and support. Thirdly, 
Mrs. Mary Barrett has recently obtained training in guidance, and she 
will devote a portion of her time to guidance. Her background, dedi- 
cation, understanding, and professionalism will be definite assets to 
the Millis guidance program. Fourthly, adequate guidance facilities 
will be available in the new school. Finally, by participating in the 
National Defense Education Act Program, Millis will be partial!~ 
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_ reimbursed for guidance expenditures. This will allow the community 


to obtain essential materials without causing financial hardships. 


With the continued support of the School Committee, administra- 
tors, teachers, students, and local citizens, and with the establishment 
of an adequate annual budget, I am confident that guidance will play 
an important role in educating the boys and girls of Millis,

REPORT ON BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Physical Education is an integral part of the total educational a 
program. The aim of physical education, like the aim of education, is — 


to provide for the physical, social-emotional, and intellectual develop- 
ment of all students. 


In physical education, the physical development of a student 
is provided through a series of activities which develop the fitness, 
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| Wistrength, speed, coordination, and vitality of every student. The social- 
‘emotional aim is achieved through activities which call for competi- 
_ tion and cooperation. In this way, leaders and followers are developed 
and a sense of fair play, honesty, and sportsmanship learned. Co- 
educational activities are also provided to overcome the tension of 


boy-girl relationships. The intellectual phase is developed through 
studying the history of various activities, and through the learning of 
rules, strategy, scoring and officiating of the activities. This increased 
knowledge will lead to a better understanding and appreciation of the 
activity both as a participant or as a spectator. 


The following activities were included in the program to accom- 
plish the above-mentioned results and because they coincided with 
the facilities available at the school. 


Touch Football Soccer and Speedball 

Physical Fitness Testing Group Games 

Relays Volleyball 

Tumbling and Stunts Basketball 

Wrestling Gymnastics and 

Softball Apparatus Work

An added feature of the physical education program was the devel- 
opment of an intramural junior high program. A basketball league, 
which ran six weeks, was formed and competition was held on both 
the seventh and eighth grade levels. The response was overwhelming 
as sixty-four boys participated in both leagues. The major emphasis 
was placed on the teaching of fundamental skills, the learning of rules, 
and a knowledge of the strategy of the game. A Touch Football League 
is planned as a part of the spring program.

On the high school level, the interscholastic program has been 
continued in basketball and softball. The cheerleaders, consisting of 
ten regulars and four alternates, have worked very hard leading the 
cheers at pep rallies and football and basketball games.

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REPORT OF READING ANALYST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Learning to read is a developmental process. It should be taught 
on a systematic and sequential basis. The experiences which an indivi- 
dual has had form the basis for new learning. The process of learning 
to read is gradual and continuous. 


Emphasis in the developmental reading at the secondary level 
includes in part the following: 


1. Independent reading materials with various levels of reading 
difficulty should be provided. 


2. Research, which includes the use of reference materials and 
library resources, should be planned. 


3. Reading for the main idea in some instances and in others for 
minute details should be stressed. 


4. Plans should be formulated to develop the proper study skills.

Accepted physical and mechanical techniques that aid in the 
comprehension of reading should be utilized. 


6. Speed drills should be used with the rate increasing according 
to the individual. 


The enrollment in the Reading Classes numbers 120 students. The 
types of problems and the proper techniques and devices vary with 
the individual. 


May I thank the administration for the kind cooperation offered 
to the Reading Program. Without this assistance the expansion of this 
Program could never be realized.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the years I have served as school nurse in Millis, many 
changes have occurred. The work of the nurse in the school has ae 
from the earlier ear testing programs to our modern audiometer ~ 
testing; we have progressed from the card type eye test to the vision 
testing equipment now accepted by the Massachusetts Department of — 
Health; we have spanned the years from no protection for crippling © 
Polio to the Salk Vaccine and the marked decrease in this disease; 
we have gone from the stage of minimal help for mental and emotional Bt 
problems to the programs now within our immediate area to which | 

] 


= 


we have access. 


There are many areas of the school health program still to be ¥ 
developed, and though we have been handicapped by our increasing 
enrollment and the shortage of space in the past, the new school offers 
us the opportunity for the enlargement and development of these 
health and education programs in our schools. 


Physical examinations were done on 525 children this fall by 
Dr. Zalvan. Only a few defects were serious enough to warrant further 3 
attention from a family physician, dentist or a clinic. As in the past, — 
parents of the elementary school children are invited to be present 
when their youngsters are examined. Seventy-five parents came, and 
125 children were examined. The high school children are done earlier 
in the fall, and as many parents have children in both groups, this 
conference afforded Dr. Zalvan an opportunity to discuss with the 
parents the conditions found in twenty-five other children. 


Vision and hearing testing is done on all children at some time 
during the year and the parents of any children who fail these tests 


are notified so that the children may receive adequate treatment for 
the condition. 


In October, the Norfolk County Hospital, as part of their tuber- 
culosis detection program, gave the Mantoux skin test to those pupils 
in the Junior class whose parents requested it. Even though all those 
done proved to be negative, it must not be forgotten that Tuberculosis 
is still one of our most serious diseases among our young adults. 


Thirty- 
during the 


three dental clinics were sponsored by the Board of Health 
year. One hundred twenty-eight children were x-rayed and

_ examined and the following corrective work was done on 108 children: 

' pestorations in permanent teeth—204, of which 34 were porcelain, as 

" well as 131 fillings in the first teeth. Seven permanent and nine first 

_ teeth were extracted. One hundred six children had their teeth cleaned. 

Much more dental care is needed, but it is no longer possible to com- 
pletely cover the entire elementary school in a year. 


The annual Toxoid Clinics sponsored by the Millis Visiting Nurse 
Association and the Board of Health were held in April and May. 
Seven children received the initial series and sixty-one others were 
fiven a “booster” dose. The fact that these diseases are almost elimi- 
nated and are certainly less severe is due to these protective doses. 


In May three Preschool Registration Days were held. Ninety-five 
children were examined by Dr. Zalvan and most of them had a dental 
check-up by Mrs. Ingraham from the Department of Dental Health. 
These days are set up so that all children coming into school will have 
an examination prior to admission and so that all official papers can 
be checked out ahead of the admission to school. 


The Millis teaching staff has used the services of the Greater 
Framingham Mental Health Center psychologists often during the past 
year, and these consultation periods have helped the teachers to better 
understand the youngsters about whom they are concerned. They are 
then in a better position to assist the child in overcoming his difficulty 
and thus improve scholastically and emotionally. 


In February the Board of Health again sponsored Salk Vaccine 
@linics. Two hundred fourteen adults and children received protective 
doses. In April thirty-five more doses were administered. There are 
still many unprotected adults and children and I cannot too strongly 
urge you to protect your family and yourself by having the polio 
Vaccine. 


This past Spring Mrs. Brodeur and I attended a course on the 
handicapped child. These classes gave us new insight into the emo- 
tional, physical, educational, and social needs of these children whether 
their handicap permits them to attend public school sessions or whether 
they must go to a special school because of the severity of their 

_ handicap. 


Once more I would like to extend my sincere thanks to Dr. Roy, 
the Schoo] Committee and faculty, Dr. Zalvan and Mrs. Brodeur who 
have all assisted me in my programs. To the parents, my thanks for 
your cooperation in all my programs. To the Directors of the Millis 
‘Visiting Nurse Association, without whom many of these programs 
would not be so smoothly carried out. To the organizations of the

REPORT OF MATHEMATICS COORDINATOR f 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


With the current emphasis on mathematics I feel that our present | 
problem is to decide how to teach more and better mathematics to 
those students capable of profiting by such a program. 


It is my belief that we can best see progress at the secondary level © 
by considering first the possibility of modernizing our arithmetic pro-— 
gram at the elementary level, where foundations must be laid. 


This year, with the burden of double sessions, any changes would © 
be difficult. With that behind us, however, we should be ready to study 


the merits of the following available means of updating our arithmetic — 
program: ; 


1. The teaching of mathematics in groups as is done in the reading j 
program. $ 


2. The segregation of the top 15% of each class for composite . 


group training or for special instruction above the regular © 
program. : 


3. The introduction of one of the new programs. 


4. An in-service training program to acquaint teachers with 
modern concepts. 
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5. A study by the elementary faculty of a unified curriculum in 
mathematics. 


At the junior-senior high school level we have been attempting 
to integrate, as well as possible, some of the newer topics with our 
‘traditional mathematics. One of our greatest difficulties is, of course, 
how to decide what to teach out of all that is available. I believe, 
therefore, that we should begin to work on a junior-senior high school 
) curriculum as soon as the move to the new school has been accom- 
} plished. 


The various new programs, Illinois, SMSG, etc., have been exam- 
ined with an eye to the possibility of recommending the adoption of 
the one best suited to our needs. In this regard I am very happy that 
an area meeting for mathematics teachers will be held on January 17. 
From my experience at the Institute held this summer by the 
New England Association of Mathematics Teachers and in talking with 
teachers from other systems, the adoption of a new program is most 
successful when an in-service training program for teachers is made 
available. The approach is so different that I do not think it possible 
for a teacher to carry a normal teaching load and work out an entirely 
new approach without help. I am hoping, therefore, that such a pro- 
gram on an area basis will result from the meeting on the 17th.

REPORT OF SCIENCE COORDINATOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


{ The primary aim of a science coordinator, with the assistance of 
_ the Superintendent, principals, and science personnel, is to develop 
_ and to make effective, a continuous and sequential science program 
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from the first to the twelfth grade. Such a science program in which 
every grade is well-integrated with the work of every other gra 
requires considerable time and effort on the part of the elementary 2 
high school teachers. Much study and preliminary investigation, the 
fore, remains to be undertaken before any concrete or tangible re: 
will be forthcoming. 


One of the first concerns of the newly appointed science coordinator 
was to make a detailed investigation of several existing coordina 
science programs. It was felt that much could be learned from thi 
who were already experienced in this field. School systems that have 
been contacted by visits or mail are the following: Wrentham, Need 
ham, Lexington, Springfield, Newton and Brookline. 


In order to familiarize himself with the amount and kind of science 
teaching in the elementary school in Millis, the science coordinator 
made a series of visits to the classrooms. These visits were supple= 
mented by examination of science guides, science textbooks, and 
courses of study generally used in the elementary schools. Meetings 
were also held with individual teachers and the principal, Miss Byrne, 
to get their interpretation of, and the methods by which science was. 
being taught. 


From these classroom visits it was learned that the classes vary in — 
the amount of time which they devote to science. In some classrooms | 
science is taught for fifteen to twenty minutes two to five times a week; 
in others, for twenty to thirty minutes once a week. The methods of — 
teaching also varied. 


In one of his visits the science coordinator was informed by Miss 
Byrne that she already had planned to develop, with her teachers, 
a science course of study for grades one through six. This information 
was certainly pleasing to the science coordinator for he was consider- 
ing the same plan of action. He will, therefore, meet with the principal | 
and teachers of the elementary school in January for the specific 
purpose of laying the groundwork for an integrated course of study 
for science in the first six grades. 


In February the science teachers in the Junior-Senior High School 
will meet to begin work on the development of a science course of 
study for grades seven through nine. This course of study will base 
its structure upon the foundation of the science training given in the 
elementary school. By nature it will be exploratory; i.e., it will enable 
students to explore themselves and their environment, and it will allow 
teachers to explore the abilities of their students and to encourage 
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het interests in order that they may pursue more specialized scientific 
studies in biology, physics, and chemistry. 


Inadequacies in the present Junior High School program result 
from lack of proper laboratory facilities and the tremendous teaching 
load of the teachers involved. The classrooms, except for Room 25, 
are completely devoid of any means for conducting scientific demon- 
strations or experiments. Students studying under these conditions are 
being deprived of proper training through no fault of the instructors. 
Happily, this situation will be remedied in the very near future, when 
the new building is completed. 


The science coordinator lists as recommendations: 


1. The freeing of the science coordinator for two periods a day 
in order to administer the science program. 


2. The securing of at least two more science teachers to relieve 
the teaching load of science teachers in order that they may 
spend more time on the preparation for demonstrations and 
experiments. 


3. The setting aside of room 25 in the high school for the use of 
all the incoming elementary grades. 


4. The requiring of all high school students in the college prepa- 
ratory course to take four years of science.

tive and eager to accept our suggestions.

will provide a solid basis for the future citizens of Millis.

A very successful series of Dental Clinics—thirty-three in all— 
were held this year for the period extending from September, 1959 to _ 
June, 1960. Notices were sent home, after dental examinations, con- © 
cerning the corrective treatment needed, and many parents chose to 
have this work done at the School Clinics. In all, 128 children were 
x-rayed, and 108 children were treated. Treatment consisted of 206 
silver fillings in permanent teeth, 131 silver fillings in temporary teeth, | 
34 porcelain fillings, and 106 cleanings. Nine temporary and seven 
permanent teeth were extracted. :

REPORT OF HOME ECONOMICS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Home economics consists of those courses and activities which are 
designed to meet the home and family life needs of all pupils. In 
addition to the development of homemaking skills emphasis is placed 
upon the development of desirable understandings, habits, attitudes, 
and ideals needed in the home and in family life in a democratic 
society. 


We are now in the process of planning a course of study in Home 
Economics for both Junior and Senior High School. It involves going 
over many courses of study followed by other school systems, reading 
books and magazines, taking courses, attending meetings and confer- 
ences where we might get ideas to incorporate in our new course of 
study. 


At present the work in clothing and fabrics is planned to include 
basic teachings in the entire field of clothing selection, construction 
and care. The aims of this course are to arouse an interest in being 

_ able to sew, to learn basic stitches, and their applications, to become 

_ skilled in the use of the sewing machine, the ability to choose a simple 
commercial pattern and to stimulate an interest in personal appearance, 

_ to advance to more efficient construction of garments. : 


ee 
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The projects that have been completed up to the present date are 
a cotton blouse with peter pan collar and set in sleeves, a wool skit 
which was made from a Vogue pattern. These subjects were constructed 
by the ninth grade girls who meet one period each day. Presently 
girls are constructing cooking aprons. 


Our eighth grade pupils who meet once a week for a double 
period are in the process of completing jumpers with either gathe 
or soft pleated skirts. They chose dark cotton and semi-synthe Hie 
fibers for their projects. 


We have been handicapped in the seventh grade Home Economics 
classes because of the large classes and lack of equipment with which 
to work. These girls have learned the basic hand stitches and their 
application, the use of the sewing machine and the construction of 2 
apron. 


Other units of homemaking have been studied by the various 
classes. Emphasis in all classes has been placed on good grooming. 
is our hope that some of the girls will be able to participate in a cha 
course given by Jordan Marsh. In the spring we have arranged for 4 
hair stylist and a representative from the John Robert Powers School to 
speak to our students concerning grooming and poise.

meal, 
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Under the present schedule, with the elementary school on double 

‘sessions we are serving only the students attending the Junior-Senior 

School. As a result our lunch count is lower than it has been in 

past years. It has been necessary due to overcrowded conditions to 
serve our Junior High School pupils in the Clyde Brown School. 


The Millis Consolidated program operates the same, under one 
’ state agreement, serving the same daily menu in both schools. This 
program operates with the commodity and financial aid of the federal, 
state and town government. 


We are looking forward to moving into a new modern up-to-date 
kitchen and cafeteria in February. We anticipate that many more 
students will participate in the school lunch program. 


The Millis Consolidated lunch program will operate in all three 
schools. Menus are and will be planned to meet the needs of the child 
in type A meals. Menu items are ones that students will enjoy and, at 
the same time, that the cafeteria personnel can handle and serve 
attractively.

REPORT OF DRIVER EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit the report of the Driver Education Program for the year 
1960. 


Our aim is to make Better and Safer Drivers of our students. We 
stress “Attitude” as being the most important factor in good driving. 


The requirements that have been set up for this program by the 
National Education Association and the Registry of Motor Vehicles are: 


1. Prescribed 30 hours of classroom instruction with approved text. 
2. 12 hours of behind-the-wheel training. 
3. A driving license. 


Upon completion of the aforementioned three steps, a certificate 
will be issued to the student. This certificate entitles the bearer to a 
_ reduction in his or her insurance premium. 


The insurance rates that have been released recently show Millis 
with a $4.00 decrease. We are the only town in this area to receive this 
reduction. There is an 11% average increase in the state. Since the 
insurance rates are set by the accident record of automobiles regis- 
tered in Millis for the last three years, we would like to feel that we 

_ contributed somewhat to this achievement. 
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Our thanks go to Mr. Fred C. Browne, Ford Dealer of Wal 
for the use of the 1961 Ford Driver Training Car; to Mr. Hors 
Balkam, Chief of Police for his assistance and cooperation; and to # 
School Committee and Administration for including this program 
the curriculum.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


No matter how effective a town’s public library may be, its purpose 
is to meet the needs of the general public. The public library cannot 
concentrate its efforts on meeting the needs of the student. Thus it is 
essential for a high school to have its own school library. 


As its primary function, the school library must supplement the 
school curriculum. For that reason, the collection should be devoted, 
to a great extent, to reference materials, works of non-fiction, and 
books for the literature classes. Newspapers, pamphlets, and periodi- 
eals should be included. We also hope to provide the students with a 
recreational reading collection. 


At present, the facilities of our library are limited. However, we 
are striving to serve the students as effectively as possible. When we 
move to the new school building, the collection will be approximately 
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1400 volumes. It is our intention to meet the American Library Ass 
ciation standards for a six-year high school library, by 1964. 


With library appropriations for the next few years we should m 
this requirement which means that we have 5000 volumes. 


Once settled in the new school building, instruction in the u 
of the library will be given to the students. It is also planned to 
several interested students as pupil assistants for the school library. 


In conclusion, I would like to stress that it is not our intention 
replace the public library, but rather to supplement it and the schoo 2 
curriculum.

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RINEHART HANDWRITING SYSTEM 


To the Superintendent of Schools: = 


Handwriting is one subject taught in schools that lends itself to 
the teaching of concomitants such as neatness, accuracy, attention to 
details, and good work habits. It is not enough to teach technical 
handwriting with a view to merely achieving the grade norm. If 
handwriting is to continue to function acceptably in high school and 
college, each letter must be taught to the point of mastery and should 
become automatic to the extent that a writer is free to concentrate on 
the work at hand without being distracted from time to time to stop and 
think how a particular letter should be made. 


A child who has been taught to write well does not lose the ability — 
to write well thereafter. He may become careless if permitted by 
teachers to do so but he retains the ability to write well when chal- 
lenged to do so. 


Our handwriting program constantly strives to achieve these 
desirable objectives. Instructional and motivational materials are pro- 
vided for pupils and teachers. Teachers are instructed at regular © 
intervals in methods to be used in teaching and the handwriting product — 
is checked at the end of each interval with a diagnosis of same given to 
the teacher in writing for remedial purposes. 


At the close of the last school year our records show that 92% of 
the pupils scored excellent, 7% scored good, 1% were fair and no % 
were poor on the formal handwriting test. It was found in checking 
the informal handwriting that there had been excellent transfer in 
handwriting quality to spelling, arithmetic, English composition, ete. 


The cooperation of the administrative staff and teachers was all 


that could be desired and I take this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation.
